And (ceing that by their printed paper of Fuly 2. they have in effe&t given 
the lie to all we (aid in our former Advertiſement, we muſt be (o juſt ro the 
truth 8& our (elyes,8: all others that are concerned in ir,as to take this oppor- 
tunity to vindicate it from ſome of thoſe calumnies which they caſt upon it.

Perſons and Callings, for us to return any more of theſe papers. .We cannot 

hope to ſatisfie them who have regarded nothing but ſelt-intereſt in this mat- 

ter; and we cannot doubt but what we have faid already will (atisfie all 
others : For what we have ſaid is the truth, and will be ſo, though it be ne- 

ver {o often and confidently denied and contradi &ed. 2
